During the session of 1944-45 our President of the Student Body was Stanley, 
J., ably assisting him as leaders here at Augusta were Cadet Captain Richardson, 
Vice-President, Cadet Captain Stanley, L., Treasurer, and Cadet Lieutenant Pigg, 
Secretary.
